— the long, time-consuming search necessitated by the recurring de- 
mand for complete poems on specific topics; and for poems, the author, title, 
and first line of which are unknown and are identifiable only by subject matter. 
For requests of this nature, the usual reference books in the field offer little aid. 


Subject Index to Poetry will be of service in answering inquiries for (1) poetry on 
a specific subject; (2) a poem, the topical matter or dominant idea of which is 
known but not title, author, or first line; (3) a poem whose author, title, or first line 
is not known, but a line or fragment of a line is known. 


Availability of the indexed books (215 titles, 383 volumes are listed) in libraries, 
and the type of the material in the volumes themselves determined the selection. 
Twenty libraries cooperated in suggesting titles to be included. Designed on cat- 
aloging lines to permit effective organization of the subjects in a form with which 
librarians are familiar, Subject Index to Poetry contains liberal cross references and 


“see also” listings. Many entries that would otherwise remain isolated have been 
collected under more general headings. 


Designed chiefly for college and adult readers, the Index should also be useful for 
high school age. It is adapted for all types of program use, for public speakers, and 
as a source of material for specific occasions. 
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
